In Valladolid they have without any 
delicacy e-tablished the Inqui*itinn. At 
Madrid, the Inquisitors, equipped in their 
peculiar robes & badges, presented them 
selves at the entrance of the French into 
that capital. In Bilboa they demand 2000 
reals from every individual of the national 
militia, whether absent or present. They 
imposed upon the dwelling houses at Val 
ladolid a like heavy coiUributinn, being 
about 40.000 reals for each house.

DESTRUCTION OP PIRATES. i 

Extract of a letter from an officer of Commodore 
l J orler>t et/vadron, received in fVmhington Ci¬ 
ty •luted M ataNzas, July 10 

I have the pleasure of informing you of a 
brilliant achievement obtained against the ph¬ 
i-ales on the 5th inst. by two barges attached 
to Commodore Rorter’s Squadron, the Gallt- 
nipper. Lieutenant Watson, 18 men, and the 
Mosquito I.teutenaot loman, 10 men. The 
barges weft returning from a cruiae to wind¬ 
ward; when they were near Jiguspa Bay, 13 
leagues to windward of (his port, they entered 
it—it being a rendezvous lor piratesf they Im¬ 
mediately discovered a large schooner under 
way, which they supposed to be a Patriot 
privateer; and as therr stores were yearly 
exhausted, they hoped to obtain some sup- 
plies from her! they therefore made Sail in 
pursuit When they were within cannon 
shot distant-? -he rounded to and fired her 
loug gun, at the same time run up the bloody 
flag, directing hftr course towards the shore, 
continuingtu fire without effect; when she 
had got within a short distance of shore she 
came to with armings on her cable, continuing 
to fii-t* and when the barges were within 30 
yards, they fired their muskets without touch¬ 
ing boat or man: our- men gave three cheers, 
and prepared to board, the pirates discover 
ing their intention, jumped into the water, 
when the barge men, calling on the name of 
•-dllen,' commenced a destructive slaughter, 
killing them in the water and as they landed,- 
so exasperated were our men; that h wds 
im-iossible for their officers to restrain them, 
and many were killed af er orders were given 
to grant quartr/s. Twenty seven de«d were 
counted, some sunk, fiye taken prisoners b\ 
the bargemen, ami eight taken by, a party of 
Spaniards on shore: the officers calculate that 
from 30 to 35 were killed. The Schooner 
mounted a long nine pounder on a pivot, and

The gimblet used for boring, should be 
well washed and greased after using: for if 
itisnot, and should be used totrv the horn 
of an animal not actually affected with the 
disease, it will most generally give it to 
them It ih a disease that is highly inflara* 
atorv and infections; and the animal hav- 
ing it, ought to be removed from the hertl 
until well. The following mode of treat¬ 
ment, I have found very successful, and the 
beast soon restored to a thriving state. As 
soon as I discover an animal affected wi’h 
the hollow horn, l bleed it from the npek 
(in the same vein in which a horse is bled) 
from two to six or seven quarts, according 
to its age, size and conditioq, & eive from 
three quarters to one pound and halfglau- 
ber salts; with a midlingsised gimblet open 
the horns through and through, m iking the 
holes, so that they be perpendicular in the 
U8\»al position the animal carries its head.

To Cure Beef and keep t< sweet. 

Bowling Green, Va. July 20, 1823. 

Sm, 

We have for the last two years preserved 
our beef in so easy and simple a manner, 
and with so much certainty that it may de¬ 
serve to be publickly known. In the year 
1821, after banging up our bacon to smoke 
we put into the bacon brine two or three 
pieces of beef that we could not well cover 
in the beef brine, they were permitted to 
remain there unattended until late in sum. 
raer, when our stock was pretty well 
exhausted—they were then used and found 
to be perfectly sound, and we thought 
possessed a peculiarly fine fl <vor. This 
circumstance determined us last year to try 
our whole year’s stock in that way, for the 
purpose of avoiding the very great trouble 
of renewing and boiling brine as heretofore, 
and also of avoiding the partial loss every 
year sustained. We did so, and fo>iud it 
I to keep sound and very sweet. We have 
1 made the same experiment this year, anil 
the result is the same thus far, and feet con 
fident we shall not lose a single piece. Our 
, bacon is salted in large gum troughs placed 
' round the meat house; atid when the bacon 
is taken ont, the biine is eultee'ed and 
1 placed all in one trough, in Which the 
beet then salted is put. Anv beef that we 
kill after that period we salt in the usual 
way, St after a week or fortnight put io tbe 
brine with the other.

We shall not hesitate to give it as our 
decided opinion, that cool climates are much 
more favorable to cider than warm. Howe¬ 
ver, what greatly contributes to the good¬ 
ness and delicacy of cider, is the cleanli¬ 
ness of the casks which contain it. In fine, 
all utensils used in making cider, should 
be kept clean, and not suffered to get sour 
through tbe process; even the press should 
be frequently rinsed down during the time 
of making cider, to prevent sourueas or a 
change in the cider.
